Tent pie, one of tho prominent build­ 
ings of the city and situated in the 
heart of Savannah, stubbornly refused 
to retire. 
The cause xvas the lecture of ex 
Priest Slattery and his xvife, an ex- 
uun. on Catholicism. 
By 8 o'clock a 
howling mob of over 1,500 surrounded 
Masonic hall. 
In the hall xvere an 
audience of about 400, including a 
number of ladies. 
The lecturer had 
hardly begun 
before 
brickbats and 
cobblestones began to rain on the xvin- 
doxvs. 
The police bad closed all the 
heavy inside shutters, tints sax’ing the 
audience from injury, only two or 
three being injured by falling glass. 
The rest of the police force xvas culled 
out and lift}’ men xvere soon in front 
of the hall. The mob made rushes to 
secure an entrance, but xvere driven 
back time after time by the police.

sounded the mob derided it. 
“Bring on your military,” some of 
the leaders shouted.

Slattery.” 
Prom inent Catholics addressed the 
mob, advising them to disiK*rse. When 
the m ilitia arrived they charged the 
moi), driving them back a short dis­ 
tance. Slattery and his wife were then 
escorted to their hotel, followed by a 
howling mob. 
A detachment of police 
was left at the hotel to guard th *m 
oxvr night.

TU N IN G A PIA N O . 


A B usiness flin t R eq u ires rn T ra in - 
I s c of A bout T hroe Y ears. 
“Plunk —plunk— twang— tw ang— 
hang!” You have heard those sounds 
before, though they look a little unfa­ 
miliar* 
xvhen 
r**produced 
on paper. 
They represent the performance of a 
piano-tnner from an outside and tym­ 
panic standpoint. They are the tangi­ 
ble anddlsagreeable part of the neces­ 
sary business of putting in tune an 
instrument, which alas! too many peo­ 
ple spend a deplorably large poiHiou of 
their lives In putting out of tune. 
This business of tuning pianos, which 
certainly looks rather mysterious as 
you watch the manner in which the 
operator pries up first one string aud 
then another, sounding taeauwhile a 
confused jargon of not(*s, until tho 
puzzled listener does not know an oc­ 
tave from a fifth, is not, however aa 
difficult and mysterious as at first it 
appeals. 
All that is required Is an exact ear 
and afexv simple tols, viz., a tuning 
fork (usually a C fork), a long, liam- 
iner-llke key, and a xx’edge or mute. 
The accuracy of the tuner’s ©ar is 
partly a natural gift, partly Hie result 
of long practice. 
Even the most unpracticed ear can 
readily distinguish sound from noise; 
sound is produce*! by a regular vi­ 
bration, while noise is a mixture of 
sounds thrown together without refer­ 
ence to any laxv. High notes have a 
number of vibrations per second, while 
low notes have a small number. The 
highest A Is calculated to have 3,4.80 
vibrations per second, xvhile the lowest 
A has only twenty-seven aud one-half. 
The majority of these 
tuners have 
adopted a method of tuning which In­ 
cludes but txx’o intervals—the octave 
and the fifth. The ordinary square 
piano h;is two strings, and moot up­ 
rights have three strings, to each note, 
except in the lower octave. The pitch 
of one of these strings is tun***I in 
the relative of octave or fifth to some 
previous note. 
The remaining strings 
are then ttiu<*d in unison xvitlj the first 
string. As the strings approach unison 
a number of strong and rapid beats or 
pulsations are perceptable to the ear 
as they come still closer, the beats be­ 
come slower, till finally they ore no 
longer to be heard. Then the unison 
Is perfect. 
The ear in tuning is guided by pro­ 
gression from a confus**d sound 
strong beats, and then from smooth 
xvaves to o le continuous sound. Uni­ 
sons and octaves are always tuned 
perfect- -that Is. the beats must entire­ 
ly disappear. Iu the fifths, when per­ 
fectly tuned, there will be neither 
wave nor beat. 
It takes generally about three years 
to learn the business, and a good xvork- 
man xviii make front $18 to $33 a 
xveek. A few xvomen have been em­ 
ployed as tuners, with great success.— 
New York Record.

By the mint indentures the gobi guin­ 
ea was coined to In* of the value of 
20s in silver, but no legal ratio was 
fixed between th** coins; tile public 
was to receive them at such a rating as 
it pleased. Guineas, instead of boing 
current at 20s, according to til** mint 
inventurvs, passed current at 22s. The 
silver coins became constantly more 
degraded, until at last they were clip- 
to j ped doxvn to half their weight. After 
tho great recoinage by William IIL, 
guineas were succif sively rodueed by 
proclamation, and a treasury xvarraut 
fixed that they should be recoiled ut 
the rate of 21s Od at th** treasury. 
But still ull the good silver coin dis­ 
appeared from circulation as soon as 
it was issued from the mint. 
In its perplexity the government re­ 
ferred the whole m atter to Newton, 
who showed that the true value of tho 
guinea was only 2Us Sd. according to 
the market value of the metals, and 
that In consequence of this all the 
good silver was at once exported. 
Ii** 
recommended tjiat tin* guinea should 
be reduced to 21s by xx av of experi­ 
ment. Tills was accordingly done; 
but the gun ca xvas still overrated by 
4d, and the consequence was that there 
was no good silver in circulation dur­ 
ing the whole of the century. It then 
became an established custom among 
merchants that all obligations became 
payable in gold only: so, over since 
171.8 England has become a gold mon- 
omenta Hic country, and in public es­ 
timation tin* standard was changed 
from silver to gold, although til** obso­ 
lete ami effete won! of bimetallism llu- 
gered on tin* statute book for another 
bn od rid years. 
At the great recoinage of ISIG, that 
which had become established by mer­ 
cantile usage was enacted by laxv. 
Gold was adopted as Hie sole standard, 
ami silver was coined only iii limited 
amounts, and made legal tender for 
only 40s. Ever since then England has 
enjoyed tile must pcrf***-t system of 
coinage ever devised by tin* ingenuity 
of man. and has been perfectly free 
front jill coinage trouble.

Joshua Daniel, a Kansas farmer, this 
past year made 183 gallons of syrup 
from sorghum groxvn on six square 
rods, less than an acre. Tile sorghum 
also produced 44 bushels of seed, worth 
f>0 cents a bushel. The fodder, syrup 
and seed from this plat of ground sold 
for $73.73. which is more than rn st 
Eastern farmers get from an acre of 
land. There are comparatively few lo­ 
calities in the Eastern states where 
machinery can be found to xvork the 
sorghum into syrup. Such machinery 
requires that a good many farm ers 
grow sorghum, so as to keep it em­ 
ployed during the season.

rem arkable fact that thus far In the 
case, although both Nye and E rw in 
ar« » adep t questioners, neither has h«*«*u 
able to shake the testim ony of any of 
tin* 
w itnesses on 
eross-ex am ination. 
Mr. N'y« » tri« *« l to establish by the sen­ 
ior H ayw ard that on Dec. (J. three 
« lays after the m urder, “E lder” Stew ­ 
art had t« » l« l him th e story th a t A« iry 
hatl told Stew art three days b« *f« *re tin* 
m urder. 
H ayw ard senior w as unable 
to rem em ber when this conv ersation 
had taken p lace, ex cep t that it was 
afte r the m urder. 
W illiam Yale, a gunsm ith, and Rob­ 
ert W eed, a jew eler, testified as to v a­ 
rious kinds of cartridges, the w eight 
of bullets, etc.

hang bv the feet until p rop erly W ei. 
L« *ave head and feet on; do not remove 
intestines *>r crop . 
Ducks should In* scalded in w ater as 
near the boiling p oint as* p ossible w ith­ 
out lK» iliug; but it requires more tim e 
f« » r the w ater to p enetrate and lo« » s« *n 
the feathers than when scalding other 
p oultry. Some p arties adv ises aft« *r 
scalding, to w rap them In a blanket 
for the p urp ose of steam ing, but they 
must not be left in this condition Ion.; 
enough t«* cook the fl« *sh. Two or thr« » « » 
m inutes is the tim e recommended. Do 
not undertake to p ick g«» *s;* and « lucks 
iust before killing f« » r the sake of sav­ 
ing the feathers, as it causes the skin 
to la* much Inflamed, and is a great 
injury for the sale. Do not p ick th*» 
feathers off tlie head; leave th • f« *ath- 
« *rs on for tw o or thr« *e iiu’h« *« on the 
neck. Do not singe th« » bodies to re­ 
move down or hair, as th« * heat fr« >tn 
the flames will give them an oily and 
unsightly ap p earance. A ft *r they are 
p icked clean they should 
In* li *ld In 
s« *al« liug w ater about t« *n seconds for 
the p urp ose of p lump ing, and then 
rinsed off iu clean cold w ater. F a t 
heavy stock is alw ays p referred.

Mr. Nye tried to establish by the sen­ 
ior Hayward that on Dec. G, three 
days after the murder, “Elder” Stew­ 
art had told him the story that Adry 
had told Stewart three days before the 
murder. 
Hayward senior was unable 
to remember when this conversation 
had taken place, except that it was 
after the murder.

vestigated 
and 
H arry 
was 
asked 
whether he had not driven out to 
Hamel with Miss Ging the morning 
after the fire.

Never kill ducks by wriugitig their 
necks. Kill by bleeding in the mouth 
with a sharp penknife, or better a 
killing knife made for the purpose; 
hang by the feet uutil properly bled. 
Leave liead and feet on; do uot remove 
intestine** or crop. 
Ducks should be scalded in water as 
near the boiling [mint as* possible with­ 
out ladling: but it r«*quires more time 
for the water to penetrate and loosen 
the feathers than when scalding other 
poultry. Some parties advises after 
scalding, to wrap them In a blanket 
for the purpose of steaming, but they 
must not be left in this condition Ion' 
enough to cook the fh*sh. Two or three 
minute* Is the time recommended. Do 
not undertake to pick geese and ducks 
inst before killing for the sake of sav­ 
ing the feathers, as It causes the skin 
to be much inflamed, and is a great 
injury for the sale. Do not pick the 
fa th e rs off the head; leave the feath­ 
ers on for two or three inches on the 
neck. Do not singe the bodies to re­ 
move down or balr, as the heat from 
the flames will give them ail oily aud 
unsightly appearance. A ft *r they are 
picket! clean they should be held In 
scalding water about ten seconds for 
the purpose of plumping, aud then 
rinsed off in clean cold water. F a t 
heavy stock is always preferred.

NEW YORK CITY CONTRASTS. 


The Boniest Quarter# In the D aytim e Ar# 
the Loneliest at N ight. 
It is by very force of contrast that 
tho quietest places in New York at 
night are those which are noisiest by 
day—to wit, tho great shipping and 
warehouse quarters. 
From the foot 
of Forty-second street, on the east, 
clear around tho island to tho New 
York Central railroad slips at tho 
foot of Sixtieth street, on the west, 
thoro are during the day tho rush of 
traffic, tho clatter of buggies, tho 
rumble of trucks, tho classic apos­ 
trophes of the truckmen, tho build­ 
ing up and demolition of pyramids 
of merchandise on tim wharves and 
tho quick moving streams of men 
loading and unloading craft from 
here, there and everywhere. 
But at night all this great belt of 
activity is quiet and deserted save 
in an occasional spot where thoro is 
an extra rush on some piece of work. 
Tho streets are filled with empty 
trucks and carts. There is tho erratic 
glimmer of lanterns and tho faint 
sound of horses feeding in unsuspect- 
ed stables. 
Tile shadowy figures of 
watchmen move slowly about, tho 
ship lanterns rise and fall with tho 
tide, and square patches of light 
mark the ships’ companionways and 
tho scuttle holes of the canalboats. 
Across the street the restaurants and 
saloons are open and sometimes 
noisy, but along tho waterside it is 
as quiet as the river itself.

The senate passed, under suspension 
of the rules, tlie ho rse joint m em orial 
requesting congress to pass th e Olney 
arb itratio n bill, or som e sim ilar m eas­ 
ure. 
Am ong th e bills introduced w as 
one changing the usury law so as to 
m ake th e agent w ho exacts usurious 
interest as a bonus, or in any other 
w ay. guilty of a m isdem eanor, and to 
repeal the law m aking the usury work 
a fo rfeitu re of prinslpal to the lender. 
T here w as also a Dill to extend the 
operation of the m echanics’ lien law 
so as to include laborers w ho repair 
farm m achinery, and give them a first 
lien on tin* m achine. Tlie R am sey del­ 
egation presented a bill to repeal the 
special law of 18,89, under w hich th e 
m unicipal court is w orking. 
If it be­ 
com es a law th e court would lie re­

thereof. 
S enator Foie 
proposed an

law which will

T he bill m akes certain 
m inor changes, and then changes sec­ 
tion 0 of the present law. 
The new 
section 0 will read: “ Any person who, 
aeting as th e agent of the lender In 
any transaction poita! 
*tg to tin* loan­ 
ing of m oney, or any person w ho in 
any such transaction acting w ithout 
the em ploym ent of an agent, directly 
or Indirectly tak es or receives from 
the borrow er any money, goods or 
things in action, or in any other w ay 
as com m ission, g ratu ity or otherw ise, 
any sum which, together w ith the in­ 
terest contracted to be paid by the 
borrow er for the whole period nam ed 
in tlie contract, w hether such interest 
is or is not actually paid, exceeds tin* 
law ful ra te of interest, shall be p u n ­ 
ished by im prisonm ent In the p eniten­ 
tiary for a term not exceeding one 
year, or by a fine not exceeding $500.**

They are tin* tan g i­ 
ble anddisagreeable p a rt of the neces­ 
sary business of p u ttin g lu tune au 
instrum ent, w hich alas! too m any peo­ 
ple spend a deplorably large portion of 
their lives lu putting out of turn*. 
This business of tuning pianos, which 
Certainly looks ra th e r m ysterious as 
you w atch th e m anner in w hich tin* 
operator pries up tirst one s u in g and 
then another, sounding m eanw hile a 
confused jarg o n of notes, until 
tlu* 
puzzled listener does not know an oc­ 
tave from .1 fifth, is not, how ever as 
difficult and m ysterious as a t first it 
appeals. 
All th at is required is an exact ear 
anil afew sim ple tols, viz.. a tuning 
fork (usually a C fork), a long, ham ­ 
m er-like key, and a w edge or mute. 
Tlu* accuracy of the tu n e r’s ear is 
partly a n atu ral gift, inirtly the result 
of long practice. 
Even the most unpracticed ear can 
readily distinguish sound from noise; 
sound is produced by a regular vi­ 
bration, w hile noise is a m ixture of 
sounds throw n together w ithout refer­ 
ence to any law. 
H igh notes have a 
num ber of vibrations per second, w hile 
low nott*« have .1 sm all num ber. The 
highest A is calculated to have 3,48)) 
vibrations pot* second, w hile the low est 
A has only tw enty-seven and one-half. 
’I he m ajority of these 
tu n ers have 
adopted a m ethod of tuning w hich in­ 
cludes but tw o Intervals the octave 
and 
tlu* fifth. 'I'he ordinary square 
piano has tw o strings, and m ost up­ 
rights have three strings, to each note, 
except in the low er octave. The pitch 
of one of these strings is tuned in 
th e relative of octave or fifth to some 
previous note. 
The rem aining strings 
are then tuned in unison w ith the tirst 
String. 
As the strin g s approach un ison 
a num ber of strong and rapid beats or 
pulsations are pereeptable to the ear 
as they come still closer, the beats be­ 
come slow er, till finally they ure* 110 
longer to be heard. Then the unison 
Is perfect. 
The ear in tuning is guided by pro­ 
gression 
from a confused sound to 
strong bleats, anil then from sm ooth 
w aves to o ie continuous sound. U ni­ 
sons and octaves are alw ays tuned 
perfect that is. the beats m ust en tire­ 
ly disappear. 
In the fifths, w h en per­ 
fectly tuned, 
there* 
will 
bo neither 
w ave nor beat. 
It tak<*s generally about three y ea rs 
to learn the business, and a good w ork­ 
man will m ake from $18 to $35 a 
week.

w as to receive them at such a rating as 
it pleased. G uineas, instead «*f being 
cu rren t a t 20s, according to the m int 
la ventures, passed cu rren t at 22s. The 
silver coins becam e constantly more 
degraded, until at last they w ere clip 
ped dow n to half th eir weight. A fter 
the great recoiling© by W illiam 111., 
guineas were* su o m siv ely reduced Dy 
proclam ation, and a treasury w arrant 
fixed that they should b»> received ut 
the ra te of 21s fid a t the treasury. 
B ut still ull the good silver coin dis­ 
appeared from circulation as soon as 
it w as issued from the m int. 
In its perplexity the governm ent re­ 
ferred the whole m atter to Newton, 
who show ed that the true value of tlie 
guinea w as only 20s sd, according to 
the m arket value of the m etals, and 
thnt in consequence of this all the 
good silver was at once exported. 
H e 
recom m ended tji.it tlu* guinea nhould 
be reduced to 21s by wav of experi­ 
m e n t This 
w as accordingly done; 
b u t tlu* guh «*a w as still overrated by 
4d. and the consequence was that there 
w as no good silver In circulation d u r­ 
ing the whole of the century. 
It then 
becam e au established custom am ong 
m erchants that all obligations beeaine 
payable in gold only; so, ever since 
1718 E ngland has becom e a gold umn- 
oireutallie country, and in public es 
tlm atlon tho standard w as changed 
from silver to gold, although tin* obso­ 
lete and effete w ord of bim etallism lin­ 
gered on tin* sta tu te book for another 
loojJred jffsrg.

W hen about to dross ducks for m ar­ 
ket keep them without food for tw enty- 
four hours before killing; full crops in­ 
jure th** app**aranee and are liable to 
sour, and w hen this occurs correspond­ 
ingly low er prices m ust be taken than 
are ob taim d for choice stock. 
N ever kill ducks by w ringing their 
necks. 
K ill by bleeding in the m outh 
w ith a sharp penknife, or better a 
killing knife m ade for tin* purpose; 
hang by the feet uutil properly bled. 
Leave head and fe et on; do not rem ove 
intestin es or crop. 
D ucks should be scalded in w ater as 
near the boiling point as' possible w ith ­ 
out boiliug: but it requires more tim e 
for the w ater to penetrate and loosen 
the feath ers than w hen scalding other 
poultry. 
Som e parties advises 
after 
scalding, to w rap them in a blanket 
for the purpose of steam ing, but they 
m ust not be left in this condition Ion? 
enough to cook th e flesh. 
T w o or three 
m inutes is the tim e recom m ended. 
Do 
not undertake to pick g eese and ducks 
just before killing for the sake o f sav­ 
ing the feathers, as it causes the skin 
to be much inflam ed, and is a great 
injury for the sale. 
Do not pick the 
feathers off the head; leave the feath ­ 
ers on for tw o or three Inches on the 
neck. D o not singe the bodies to re­ 
m ove dow n or hair, as the heat from 
the flam es w ill give them an oily and 
unsightly appearance. 
A ft *r they are 
picked clean they should be h 1*1 In 
scalding w ater about ten seconds for 
the purpose of plum ping, 
and 
then 
rinsed off in clean cold w ater.

NEW YORK CITY CONTRASTS. 


Tlir liuwiest Qnartrrn In the Daytime An 
th e L n n eliest at N ig h t. 
It is by very force o f contrast that 
tho q u ietest places in N ew York at 
night are those w hich are noisiest by 
day—to w it, tho great shipping and 
w arehouse quarters. 
From tho foot 
of Forty-second street, on th e east, 
clear around th e island to tho N ew 
York Central railroad s l i p s at tho 
foot of Sixtieth street, on tho w est, 
there are during the day th<* rush of 
traffic, the clatter o f buggies, tho 
rum ble of trucks, tho classic ajios- 
trophes of tho truckm en, tho build­ 
ing up and dem olition of p , rumvls 
of m erchandise on tho w harves and 
tho quick m oving stream s o f m en 
loading and unloading craft from 
hero, there and everyw here. 
But at n igh t all th is great licit of 
activity is quiet and deserted save 
in an occasional spot w here there is 
an extra rush on som e piece of work. 
Tho streets are filled w ith em pty 
trucks and carts. There is tlio erratic 
glim m er of lanterns and tho faint 
sound of horses feeding in unsuspect­ 
ed stables. 
The shadow y figures of 
w atchm en m ove slow ly about, tho 
ship lanterns rise and fall w ith tho 
tide, and square patches of ligh t 
m ark tho sh ip s’ com panion w ays and 
th e scuttle holes of the canalboats. 
Across the street the restaurants and 
saloons are open and som etim es 
noisy, but along the w aterside it is 
as quiet as the river itself. 
Tho contrast is even greater in tho 
great business blocks along Green­ 
w ich street on tho ono side and those 
abutting on W ater street on tho East 
river, thoso w onderful sections of 
tho city w here tho products o f the 
world are not only dealt in, but actu­ 
ally handled; w here offices are grim y 
and tho w arehouses bursting w ith 
riches. 
During tho d aylight hours 
thero is no ceaso to tho m ovem ent 
here—not tho m ovem ent of jKiople, 
but tho m ovem ent of goods. 
It is 
not tho prestissim o m ovem ent either 
th at ono sees over on tho great thor­ 
oughfares of travel, but tho open, 
largo m ovem ent of cargoes on w heels 
drawn by ponderous beasts of bur­ 
den. 
It is tho extent, not tlio rapid­ 
ity, of tho business that is bew ilder­ 
ing. 
It is as thougli all tho world 
had turned m erchant and w as trad­ 
ing here. 
And then, w hen the dusk 
com es on, a strange loneliness com es 
down on everything. 
The roaring 
trucks go off’, and their absence alone 
changes the w hole character of tho 
locality. Great iron doors are hanged 
to, specks of ligh t show wliero tho 
shipping clerks aro laying out their 
plans for next m orning’s first job, 
tho narrow streets take on unaccus­ 
tom ed airs of quiet and aro seen to 
ho even narrower and dirtier than 
they w ere thought to bo w hen filled 
from house to house w ith m oving 
loads of clean packages, and when 
the last clerk locks the door and scur­ 
ries aw ay to the lighted and lively 
streets it is as though the very spirit 
of loneliness had taken possession of 
tho place.—N ew York Sun.
